The prior art does not teach that, an electronic circuitry that provides stable 
power and gain control for dynode; wherein the electronic circuitry and the amplifying 
circuit are integrated into one replaceable component that receives power from a PMT 
high voltage divider, the PMT base provides pulse shape enhancement in combination 
with all limitations recited in independent claims 1 and 7.
